N © W |this Court beiag informed, That ſeveral Perſons living in the Publick Streets, do neither hang out 
cheir Lights, *nor Pay to theſe Lights ſo placed as aforeſaid : And alſo that divers Perſons inhabiting in Paſſages 
and Thorogghfares, have neither hanged out Lights, nor agreed to pay to Lights of any ſort, nor have paid Two 
Shillings for'every Default, after due Demand thereof made as the ſaid Act directs, they pretending that they are 
not within the Meaning of the ſaid AQ. 


THEREFORE, forthe more effectual putting the ſaid Ad in execution for the Advantages deſigned 
thereby to the Publick, this Court doth Order, That every Houſholder appointed by the ſaid Act to hang our 
Lights from Michaelmas to our Lady-day, who is not under any Agreement for Placing of Lamps in the Streets, do 
purſuant ro the Direction therein given, ſer'or hang out Candles or Lights in Lanthorns on the outfide of his 
gy the Street, to Enlightea the ſame, upon pain of incurring the Forfeiture of Two Shillings for every 
Default. | 


AND, for the Dire&ion of ſuch Perſons inhabiting within the Publick Paſſages and Thoroughfares , 
and to prevent any Inconvenience to them by ſuch their miſtaken Notions, this Court doth declare their 
Opinionsrto be , That all Publick Paſſages and Thoroughfares in and about the Town comprized within the' 
Weekly Bills of Mortality, are and ought to be eſt&tmed Streets where Candles are to be ſet or hung out, or 
Lights in Lanthorns on the outſide of their Houſes for Conveniency of Paſſengers; in regard that it was de- 
ſigned for the Benefic of, all Perſons having occaſionto paſs from Place ro Place in Dark Nights, as appears plainly 
by the Words of the Act. "20 | 


AN D this Court doth Recommend it to the Juſtices of the Peace of the ſeveral Precincts or Diviſions with- 
1a this County Inhabiting in or near the reſpective Places where the Lamps are already placed by the ſaid Part- - 
ners to View, and Regulate ſuch Lamps as they ſhall find placed at roo great a Diſtance for the Conveniency 
of Paſlengers, and to approve of rhe Diſtances of ſuch Lamps as ſhall hereafter be placed by the ſaid Partners ; 
and to certify ſuch their Approbations under their Hands to Their Majeſties Juſtices of the Peace ar their next 
Seſſions of the Peace to be held for this County ; and that all Conſtables and other Officers do take ſtrict care, 
chat no Default be had of Lights within their reſpective Streets, Publick Paſſages and Thoroughfares of their ſeve- 
ral Diviſions : And that every Houſholder neither contributing by Agreement,nor finding Candlesand Lanthorns
